Washin gton , Jun e 17,—Alon e on tlie 
plain s of Man churia, mid way between 
the two great armies, the Russian an d 
Japan ese comman d ers will meet to 
sign the armistice which will pave the 
way for the Washin gton con feren ce, 
if the presen t ten tative program is 
followed . Exchan ges on thi% poin t are 
n ow in progress between Tokio an d 
St. Petersburg via Washin gton , but n o 
fin al con clusion has been reached . It 
was first thought a prelimin ary pro­ 
tocol might be sign ed at Washin gton 
provid in g for a temporary cessation 
of hostilities, but in view of the fact 
that this con cern s d irectly the armies 
in the field , it is believed that the bel­ 
ligeren ts will agree that arran gemen t 
of the armistice be best en trusted to 
Lin evitch an d Oyama. the respective 
comman d ers-in -chief, 
who 
in 
such 
even t would be telegraphed special 
powers to sign . 
The time limit for 
the armistice has n ot been fixed , but 
it will be comparatively brief, that the 
progress of the con feren ce may be 
assisted as much as possible. 
Prior to the sign in g of the armistice, 
however, will come the official an ­ 
n oun cemen t of the Russian an d Jap 
an ese plen ipoten tiaries. 
Russia has 
in d icated that- her 
mission will be 
head ed by M. Nelid off, the Russian 
ambassad or at Paris, an d it is un d er­ 
stood that the emperor has requested 
Marquis I to to head the Japan ese mis­ 
sion . although the d istin guished presi­ 
d en t of the privy coun cil, so far as is 
kn own here, has n ot fin ally accepted . 
On ly his health would cause him to 
d eclin e, in which even t Field Marshal 
Yamagata probably would be selected 
In his place* 
Neither coun try has 
suggested ?ve n ames of the other 
plen ipoten tiaries, n or has the n umber 
fin ally been agreed upon , though the 
belief is that there will be three on 
a sid e.

meth ods of doing th e public business 
in th e various bureaus and depart­ 
ments. 
Th e scope and ch aracter of 
th e work ex pected of th e committee 
is indicated in th e following letter to 
Ch arles H. Keep, assistant secretary 
erf th e treasury , by President Roose­ 
velt: 
“You are h ereby designated as ch air­ 
man of a committee to consist in ad­ 
dition to y ourseif, of th e following 
four gentlemen: 
Frank H. Hitch cock, 
first 
assistant 
postmaster general; 
Lawrence O. Murray , assistant secre­ 
tary of commerce and labor; James R. 
Garfield, 
commissioner 
of 
corpora­ 
tions. and Gifford Pinch ot, forester, 
department of agriculture, wh o are to 
investigate and find out wh at ch anges 
are needed to place th e conduct of th e 
ex ecutive branch of th e government in 
all Its branch es on th e most economi­ 
cal and effective basis in th e ligh t of 
th e best modern business practice. In 
making th is investigation I would like 
y ou to h ave in view securing an im­ 
provement in business meth ods. 
“In th e preparation of decisions for 
ministerial approval ex pert knowledge 
of actual conditions affecting or af­ 
fected by such decision sh ould gov­ 
ern, as distinguish ed from a knowl­ 
edge of th e record alone. 
“Salaries sh ould be commensurate 
with th e ch aracter and market value 
of th e service performed, and uniform 
for similar service in all departments. 
“Government supplies, ex cept such 
as are req uired to meet emergencies 
or for immediate 
use in th e field, 
sh ould be standardize« « and purch ased 
th rough a central purch asing office. 
It is th e duty of th e accounting and 
auditing offices to facilitate ex ecutive 
work. 
Fiscal restrictions or regula­ 
tions sh ould not interfere with ex ecu­ 
tive discretion, sh ould be uniform and 
sh ould be as few and simple as is con­ 
sistent 
with 
accuracy 
and 
safety . 
Sy stems of bookkeeping and account­ 
ing sh ould conform to th e most ap­ 
proved modern business meth ods. 
“Th e ex istence of any meth od, stan­ 
dard. custom or practice is no reason 
for its continuance wh en a better is 
offered. 
“Th e comparative cost of all work 
for wh ich cost keeping is possible is 
ascertained as between offices and de­ 
partments, and as between th e govern­ 
ment 
and 
private 
enterprise, 
and 
sh ould be followed by th e adoption of 
standards of max imum cost. 
"Th ere sh ould be sy stematic inter­ 
departmental co-operation in th e use 
of ex pert or tech nical knowledge. Th e 
business meth ods of th e different de­ 
partments sh ould tie substantially uni­ 
form 
In th e adoption of meth ods and 
th e performance of work, every step 
wh ich is not clearly indispensable 
sh ould be eliminated. 
"As between th e adoption of a uni­ 
form standard and th e actual efficien­ 
cy of any office, th e formor must y ield. 
“No 
recommendation., for 
ch ange 
sh ould be made until after full consul 
tation with all ex ecutive officers af­ 
fected. 
“Th ere sh ould be publish ed an offl 
cial gazette to contain all ex ecutive 
orders, statements of ch anges in or­ 
ganization or personnel, reports of im­ 
portant work begun, in progress or 
completed by any department, adver­ 
tisements of all government contracts, 
all legal notices not req uired to be 
publish ed locally , notices of coming 
civil service ex aminations, etc. 
“A resolute effort sh ould be made 
to secure brevity in correspondence 
and th e elimination of useless letter 
writing. 
Th ere is a ty pe of bureau­ 
crat wh o believes th at h is entire work 
and th at th e entire work of th e gov­ 
ernment, sh ould be th e collection of 
papers in reference to a case, com 
menting with eager 
minuteness on 
each , and corresponding with oth er of­ 
ficials in reference th ereto. 
Th ese 
people really care noth ing for th e 
case, but only for th e documents in 
th e case. 
In ail branch es of th e gov­ 
ernment th ere is a tendency to greatly 
tncrease unnecessary and largely per­ 
functory letter writing 
In th e army 
and navy th e increase of paper work 
ia a serious menace to th e efficiency 
of figh ting officers, wh o are often re 
q uired by bureaucrats to spend time 
in making reports wh ich th ey sh cvsld 
spend in increasing th e efficiency of 
th e battlesh ips or regiments under 
th em 
As regards th is matter y ou will 
please confer with th e assistant sec 
retaries of th e war and navy depart­ 
ments and req uest th em to submit to 
me a sch eme for doing sway with th e 
evils referred to, 
In th e civil depart­ 
ments th e abuse of letter writing 
amounts not merely to th e waste of 
time of th e government servants re­ 
sponsible for it, but also to th e inv 
pedtug of public business 
“Please consider also th a matter of 
enforoiug accountability for property .”
